Weekly Review 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


The canned goods market is dragging it weary length 
along, without any variation from the monotonous tone it has 
held for several months. Some packers report that buying 
offers are remarkably scarce, whether for spots or futures, and 
on the latter are visibly surprised at the smallness of the sale up 
to date. 


We have had prominent packers assure us on the week that 
since last November they have not had half a dozen sales of any 
kind for spot goods, and what were obtained were for small or- 
ders of from 5'to 50 cases; but that their stocks on hand were 
in practically the same shape asthe first of November found 
them. At the same time they admit that the delivery of goods 
up to that date had been the heaviest of their business, and 
placed them in the position of assurance as to the balance left 
on hand; and they are, therefore, not worried about this lack 
of demand. 


On futures these same canners frankly said they were sur-. 
prised at the way in which jobbers have remained out of the 
market. One prominent canner one of the heaviest canners of 
tomatoes in the country, is reported to have sold his entire 
quota of futures, amounting to hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
within a few days of their opening prices last year; but that 
when this same house sent out its prices this year, during the 
first month thereafter, but three orders had been received, and 
these for but a few cases, not totaling a thousand cases. And 
since these they have done little better along that line. On 
every hand canners report practically an entire absence of future 
orders on all lines of canned goods. ‘This is generally attributed 
to a lack of desire on the part of jobbers to invest money in 
canned goods as futures, along with all other lines in their busi- 
ness, rather than to any complaint regarding the goods, or the 
methods of selling them, as far as guaranteed deliveries are con- 
cerned. It is possible, iu some instances, the excuse is used 
that, owing to the dissatisfaction on the part of jobbers with the 
existing form of contracts, not fully guaranteeing 100% delrv- 


ery, they are withholding contracts; but we have been told on

the week by canners who'do guarantee 100% delivery and whose 
words are as good as their bonds and whose bonds are gilt-edged, 
that they have not contracted for any futures and have had no 
offers; this, despite the fact that they are known throughout 
the trade as men of the stamp described. So that we are not in- 
clined to take the dissatisfaction of jobbers with contracts as the 
reason for this absence of future orders: but rather, as we have 
said, to a desire not to invest the money in the goods at this 
time. 

Coupled with these troubles of the canner is the attitude of 
the growers, who are standing firmly for high prices on growing 
contracts and not receiving these, are refusing to grow. On the 
Peninsula growers are demanding $9.00 per ton in the upper 
portion; $8.50 about the center or middle, and in some sections 
$8, and in favored localities we heard of $7.50 and even $7.00 
per ton, all applying to tomatoes, being secured. The farmers 
made money last season,and as a consequence are in anjindepend+ 
ent position this year, and the expected high prices for other 
farm products make them indifferent to canners’ contracts. 

On the other hand, growers of jcorn are accepting con- 
tracts without question, due to the fact that the canners of 
this article are paying the same prices as last year without 
question. Peas are likewise being planted this week on the 
Eastern Shore, the favorable weather making this work possible, 
and the growers are taking advantage of it. 

In the canned goods market of Baltimore there is nothing 
new in the way of prices to report. Many brokers report de- 
mand better than in the past, but always for small lots, and the 
market, therefore, shows nochanges. The entire line of canned 
goods is suffering in this way, despite the fact that jobbers are 
known to be carrying light stocks, and that retailers are not 
heavily supplied. In fact, it is doubtful if supplies of canned 
goods in dealers’ hands were ever as light as they are now; but 
they are feeling the effects of the fashion in all other lines of 
commerce and finding demand slow. So deaiers are buying in 
small lots just as they absolutely need them. A cause for this 
may be found in the fact that retail grocery stores have greatly 
cut down their credits during the past few months and are sell- 
ing largely for cash. This requires close prices, and as a con- 
sequence they buy at the lowest possible prices, taking advant- 
age of the cash discount. This explains the small orders. 

Tomatoes are selling on this market at 77%c. to 8oc. for 
full standard No. 3s, with some quoted down to 75c., which it 
is generally admitted will not measure up to full standard 
marks. No. 2 standards are quoted at 5734c. to 6oc., with like 
shadings on qualities that do not come well up to the mark. 
The fact that many canners have each small lots of tomatoes 
has lead some to believe there are quite large holdings on hand; 
but the best-posted authorities in the business are a unit in the 
belief that the total holdings are very small. There are but half 
a dozen canners in the country with holdings of any size, these 


men assert, and these will undoubtedly be out of the way before 
the new packing comes on the market. 


Corn is puzzling all by its inactivity. That it is suffering 
from the same lack of life displayed in all other goods is under- 
stood; but when the small holdings and well cleaned up condi- 
tion of the market is considered, old traders cannot understand 
why it does not-move more rapidly. It is quoted here at 75c. 
to 80c. for full standard, moist pack; New York or Maine style 
at 67%4c., all the way up to 75c., as to quality; Evergreen at 
65c. to 

In berries and small fruits the market is cleaning up rap- 
idly, so that there will be none on hand in canners’ hands when 
the new season opens. This is true probably without an excep- 
Here 


tion, though blackberries may prove to be the exception. 
prices show no changes. 


In peaches the same thing is true—there is little life shown. 
After the recent drop in prices there was an indication of a 


reawakened life, but it was a false alarm, and the promised act- 
ivity dia not materialize. 


Peas, pumpkin, sweet potatoes, baked beans and, in fact, 
the entire line of canned goods come under the came description 
and none shows prices different from last week. 

Canners’ metals follow suit to canned goods and show no 
changes this week, even pig tin and lead being unchanged from 
last week. 


New York Market 


Peported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, March 19.—A better interest prevails in most 
leading varieties of goods and sales in some of the more import- 
ant have increased considerably since last week. Conditions 
promise to be even better in the near future, most interests be- 
lieving that the market will improve from nowon. As a whole, 
however, the trade is pursuing a conservative course and no one 
is making important investments in any variety of goods unless 
they see some prospect of selling again immediately. It might 


' be said that even this slight improvement is well worth consid- 


ering and that it is encouraging because it undoubtedly presages 
further changes for the better in the near future. Sales are 
principally in small lots and holders are making slight concess- 
ions in some instances to move their stock. 

Corn.—Offerings of corn are more freely made and there is 
some pressure to sell ordinary standard or fair standard state 
pack at around 77%4c. to 8oc. delivered. State fancy is more or 
less firmly held, depending upon circumstances. Southern 
Maine style is offered freely around 62%c. f. o. b. factory for 
ordinary standards. Better grades are a shade firmer, but there 
is little interest manifested by dealers. For fancy 67%4c. to 7oc. 
f. o. b. factory is quoted. Maine isa shade easy on standard 
grade, but fancy stock is firm at $1.02%4 to $1.05 here. Future 
Maine corn is under a fair demand on the opening basis of goc. 
f. o. b. Portland for fancy. Southern futures attract practically 
no interest. 

Tomatoes.—The market is a shade firmer on standard 3s 
with 77%c. to 8oc. f. o. b. quoted on full standards. Ordinary 
standards are no longer pressed for sale in any quarter. For 
gallons as low as $2.35 has been accepted, delivered. Packers 
are firm in their ideas on futures and less talk is heard of 75c. 
to 77%c. f. o. b. factory on standards. If offerings were pro- 
curable a good deal of business could be done at 75c. regular f. 
o. b. factory. Spot movement is limited to requirements, but 
holders are firm and are not making concessions excepting under 
extraordinary circumstances. 

Peas.—The market is quiet, but prices remain firm and 
sales are made as liberally as circumstances will permit. The 
sentiment of the trade tends toward a higher basis for prices, 
but buyers are not exactly anxious .to pay additional figures 
for the stock they must buy to satisfy their trade. 

Spinach.—The market is a shade easier and conditions are 
not so satisfactory to any interest. Itis a difficult proposition 
to dispose of considerable quantities at full rates any longer. 
The trade appears to be sufficiently supplied for the present. 

Asparagus.—The market is firm, but the determination of 
holders to obtain full outside quotations causes a reduced sale in 
all positions. Not much business has been done during the 
week. 

Salmon.—A firm tone prevades the market with full inside 
figures quoted on red Alaska talls. Occasional sales only are 
reported in a small way. Holders quote all the way from $1.30 
to $1.37% as to quality and brand. Other grades are unchang- 
ed and sales are limited to actual requirements. More inquiry 


is reported and the outlook promises a better business in the 
near future.

Sardines.—The market for domestic grades is firm and the 
tendency is toward a higher basis for both quarter-oils and three- 
quarter mustards. Stocks are closely controlled. A little busi- 
ness has been done in fancy wrapped three-quarter mustards for 
future delivery on the basis of $3.20 per case f. o. b. factory. 

Oysters.—The market is less active and the tone is steady 
within the qnoted range. Sales are principally in small quan- 
tities. 

Lobster. —The market is quiet, with very little business in 
progress because of high prices. 

Peaches.—Holders of California No. 2% standards and 
extra standards are firm in their views, with practically all 
stocks in second hands. Southern grades are easy and the tend- 
ency seems toward a lower basis in sympathy with the pressure 
to sell noted in the South. No. 2 white seconds are offered at 
$1.25 here, with yellows at $1.25 delivered. Standards No. 3s 
are quoted at $1.90 f. o. b. Baltimore, and all yellows in syrup 
are held at $2.00 delivered. Unpeeled pies are easy at $1.35 
f. o. b. factory. Some holders quote gallon pies at $4.00 for 
unpeeled. 

Pineapples.—Spot goods are firm and the tendency is a 
little stronger on fancy grades, All small fruits are firmly 
held and in good demand when offered. HUDSON. 


EARLY WARM WEATHER AND CROPS. 


A reader located on the Peninsula, the great garden spot of 
the East, and in this respect more thickly set with canning 
factories than any other section of the country, writes us an 
interesting letter on conditions there, regarding the contracting 
for tomatoes, etc., and the probable effect of the warm weather. 
We give it here just as received: 

‘““THE TRADE: 

‘‘ Having recently made an extensive trip through Upper Maryland, 
Delaware and the southern part of the Peninsula, it has occurred to me 
you might be interested in knowing what the outlook in those sections is 
for tomatoes, peas, peaches and berries. 

‘- Of course, it is too early as yet to speak of probable crop yields; but 
just now the canners and growers are exchanging contracts on tomatoes. 
In the upper sections of Delaware the canners are offering $9.00 per ton 
for tomatoes and contracts are being signed by the growers with willing- 
ness. In the lower sections, however, there is a good deal of discontent 
expressed by the growers on the one hand, because some of the canners 
did not take the tomatoes contracted for last year, or, on the other hand, 
those growers who did not contract last year, but expected to go into the 
open market and secure high prices, got left and the tomatoes rotted on the 
vines. It is no uncommon sight to see fields of tomato vines now yellow 
with the skins of a crop that was allowed to rot where it grew. Between 
these two conditions and the high prices for all kinds of farm crops, other 
than canners’ crops, the growers are stating that they do not care about 
contracting or growing. A canvass among them and the canners finds a 
difference of opinion, some holding that the acreage this coming season 
will not be as heavy as last year, and some others that it will be about the 
same as last year. The one thing certain with the disgruntled growers is 
that they will not contract, except at full prices, that is $9.00. This may 
cut.the acreage a little. 

“‘ Then, again, I learn that it is not certain that one or two large factories 
will run this coming season. This is due to legal technicalities rather than 
a desire to quit on the part of the packers. Some growers have told me 
plainly they would not grow. 

‘Another canner, I learn, has the major portion of his pack still on 
hand and is able to carry it. But when the real season opens, it is gener- 
ally expected this section will have out about the usual amount of acreage, 
and an average pack will be made. 

“‘ Quite a good deal of corn is canned through here, as you know, and 
it is noticeable that there is no such. complaint from the growers of this 
article as with tomatoes. Packers will probably have no trouble getting a 
full acreage of sugar corn, but are not expected to go heavily into it, 
believing the year does not warrant an increase. 

‘*Many canneries are taking time by the forelock and are making im- 
provements in their sanitary conditions before being visited by the State or 
National Pure Food Inspectors- in fact, there is a great step in advance 
being made in this way, and the industry and the canners themselves will 
profit hy it. The slovenly, dirty ways with which all of us are familiar 
must cease and the sooner they do the better it will be for the business. 
‘‘ A prophet hath honor save in his own home,’’ and so do canned goods. 


“This fine weather we are having is allowing pea growers to get their 
ground into condition, and some peas have been j lanted, and growers are 
busy now. All indications point to about the average acreage on this crop, 
though it would not be surprising if the packers increased it a little, owing 
to the cleaned-up condition of the markét on that article, and if they do, 
that will probably be their mistake. They are not likely to be as lucky 
next year on peas as they were last. 

“This warm weather has brought out the trees, the maples are red 
with buds, the willows green, and in many sections early spring flowers 
are in bloom. The sap has commenced to rise, gnd the peach growers are 
in fear of the coming crop. Sentiment seems divided as to the effect of this 
weather on peaches, but there is little doubt that a continuation of the 
warm spell would make trouble, for it is hardly likely that all the frost is 
out of the air as yet. The indications for a good peach crop in this section 
of Maryland and Delaware—the great peach section of the Peninsula— 
were never brighter, Fortunately there is every indication of cooler 
weather and the nights are cool, so that the buds are held back. 

‘* Strawberries also indicate a very good crop, and growers are count- 
ing on this. With favorable weather this section will get up a heavy crop 
of all fruits, which are shipped to the Philadelphia. New York and Balti- 
more markets. Not much fruit is canned here, but buyers from every sec- 
tion come here for supplies, and some have been on the ground alread,» 
looking over conditions. The predictions generally are for heavy crops in 
alllines. The farmers of this section had a very good year last year and 
are prepared for a very active season now; any adverse conditions encount- 
ered elsewhere are not in evidence here. They have money in this region, 
and going in bravely for more this year; so that the canners should have 
are plentiful supplies of produce.”’ 


Canned Salmon. 


The demand in the local market has been slow and jobbers are not dis- 
posed to stock up at prices named by packers. Prices, however, continue 
firm, and for Alaska red salmon there is an upward tendency. According 
to reports, stocks of canned salmon in the interior are lighter than usual, 
which will aidin the maintenance of former prices. Mail advices from 
London and Liverpool, England, note firm but slow markets for all kinds 
of canned salmon. ; 

In Southern Alaska a large salmon cannery, costing $50,000, will be 
added to the long list of industries there. The owners of the cannery are 
Dan Campbell and James Bell, of Seattle, Wash. The plant will be located 
on Excursion Inlet, not far from Juneau. The output of the plant for the 
first season will be 35,000 cases. Preparations and details of building are 
being rushed, so as to be ready for the opening of the season.— 7he Fishing 
Gazelle. 

Though the salmon season has not yet come and though fishing on the 
Columbia will not open up for some time, an offer has been made for the 
new fish of 4oc. apiece—equal to $1.70 a dozen. This is the largest figure 
yet since the olden days of fishing in Pacific Coast rivers and indicates that 
we will have right smart prices this year. The ship ‘‘Henry Villard’ at 
Portland is being overhauled in preparation for a voyage to Bristal Bay 
this spring. She takes up cannery supplies. The usual fleet is being got 
ready here.—San Francisco Trade Journal, 


Facts On Food Adulteration. 


Some Statistics Handed Out As Result of Inquiry In The Gommons. 


Some interesting information in regard to the adulteration of food was 
handed out during the regular sitting of the Dominion House on Thursday, 
March 5. E. D. Smith, M. P., asked how many firms had been fined for 
manufacturing and selling adulterated food in 1906 and 1907, how much 
was the average fine and the average cost to each person fined 

Hon. Wm. Templeman, Minister of Internal Revenue, replied that 
seventy nine persons, or firms, paid the cost of collecting and analyzing 
samples at an average cost to each person, or firm, of $10.18. Eight per- 
sons, or firms, were fined through the courts. The average fine was $10, 
and the average cost to each person, or firm, fined was, so far as the depart- 
ment could determine, about $18.—7he Canadian Grocer. 


Frozen Turtles For England. 


An experiment was recently made of sending frozen turtles from 
Queensland to the London market. The turtles were sold for $25 to $35, 
all over, according to weight, and restaurant keepers bought them. 
Weight for weight, this is much cheaper than the West Indian turtles 
bought alive; many of the latter die en route, and in the trade are called 
‘“‘angles.”’—New York Butchers’ Advocate.

per dozen, County. 

Oysters.—We have some good trades to offer in oysters at special 
prices, which we will be glad to quote you if interested. Packers dre 
working from day to day and getting up some oysters, though no large 
quantities. As previously advised, dredging stopped March 15. 

Apples.—We offer a special trade in 1,coo cases No. 3 standard apples, 
good goods, at 7oc. per dozen, less 1% %, f. o. b. Baltimore. 

Spinach.—We are having a better demand for spinach. 

Pulp.—We offer 250 barrels tomato pulp at $3.50 per barrel, f. 0, b 
Baltimore, terms net cash. This pulp is country-packed skin tomato pulp, 
prett good quality.

Dear Sirs.—Continued favorable weather for shipping canned goods 
without any danger of freezing on the road has brought to this market 
many orders for small lots of assorted goods which probably would not 
have been purchased before April under ordinary conditions, and they fur- 
ther emphasize the fact that a majority, perhaps, of the jobbers are not 
carrying their usual stock of canned goods, having added very little, if any, 
to their stock since October last. The aggregate of these orders makes a 
respectable total, and, barring unfavorable weather later on, the usual 
spring demand may be looked for with confidence. The transportation 
lines are anticipating an earlier than usual opening of the lake and rail 
routes with their lower freight rates, which always helps the canned goods 
business very materially in the markets reached by those lines in the West, 
Northwest and Southwest. 

Orders for tomatoes for prompt shipment were more numerous during 


this week and some of them were for good-sized lots. No one expects any: 


boom in them, but there are good reasons to believe that the demand dur- 
ing April, May and June will be of a very satisfactory character. The 

~buying orders recently have covered almost every State in the country, 
which recalls the remarkable activity in that article almost up to the most 
serious days of the panic in October. It looks like the present prices may 
be the lowest of the year. The jobbers are beginning to show more inter- 
est in future tomatoes, and the developments during the week rather favor 
the idea that the buying of them has not quite gone out of fashion. From 
now on the activity in that line may be expected to show improvement 
each week. 

Next to tomatoes the largest demand was for cove oysters,- which 
yielded a little bit in prices unexpectedly because of the unusually warm 
spell of weather here. In the general lines of fruits and vegetables no one 
article seemed to be the leader, the demand coveriug about equal quantities 
of nearly all of the staple articles, as well as some of those articles which 
have not been at all active since last fall. Those small jobbing orders fre- 
quently repeated aggregate a goodly quantity when counted up at the end 
of the month. 

We report the market in detail as follows 

Spot Tomatoes.—More confidence is being shown by the jobbers, judg- 
ing by the increased orders this week from nearly all sections—no boom, 
no rush to buy them, just a fair, healthy demand to cover requirements. 

Future Tomatoes.—Better demand; outlook encouraging. Standard 
brands No. 2 are offered at 57'%4c. to 60c., No. 3 standards at 77%c. to 8oc. 
aud No. Io standards at $2.40, less 1% %, f. o. b. factory, with Baltimore 
freight, either buyers’ or canners’ labels. Seconds are 5c. to 7%c. dozen 
less. Our contracts for futures guarantee so0% delivery, without any 
reservations. 

Cove Oysters.—Fairly active this week. It is expected that the spring 
pack will be small. 

Corn.—Market quiet this week; no actual revival in the demand as 
yet. Outlook is considered good. 

Peas.—Further inquiry this week for peas and some additional buying. 

Beans.—Demand was good in a small way this week for all kinds 
of beans. 

Other Vegetables.—Fair demand for kraut, sweet potatoes and spinach; 
no change in prices. 


Peaches.—No changes in the peach market—very quiet this week. 

Gallon Berries.—Gallon blackberries, $4.75; gallon blueberries, $5.co; 
gallon strawberries, $5.00. 

Pineapples.—Small demand for this line. Write us for prices for 
future delivery. Some lines are attractive. 

Fruits.—Spots are dull and unchanged.

Aberdeen (Md.) Market. 


ABERDEEN, MD., March 16, 1908. 

With the advance guard of spring in evidence and rising temperature 
the order of the day, we are again reminded that the winter of our dis- 
content will soon be a thing of the past, and if we do not get busy pretty 
soon the ogre of expense will put us out of business and we shall be com- 
pelled to join the ‘‘hobo brigade,’’ seeking sustenance from the empty 
tomato can, rather than the can filled with the luscious tomato, as of yore. 
Besides, if we all should be compelled to do this, the Goat Trust would 
have to go out of business or change their accustomed menu and another 
trust might thereby be ‘‘ busted,’’ or at least threatened with unjust, big- 
stick criticisms. As spring approaches, there is always more or Jess of a 
thawing out. Some men are accustomed to hibernate like other animals 
and spring is evidently the time for them to open their eyes and awake. 
This awakening process is becoming more noticeable each day and when 
inviting prices confront the faces of those as they awake, the ‘‘smile that 
won’t come off ’’ is soon in evidence, even though their winter dreams may 
have been nightmares. Those who have been observant declare that 
things are not so bad after all. People have been eating and will likely 
continue to eat. The stringency has affected those dealing in luxuries 
more than those who distribute the necessities of life, and in these times 
canned goods have always been popular on account of low price. It is 
daily becoming more generally conceded that water will continue to run 
down hill, follow the course of least resistance, as it has been accustomed 
to do since the time of Noah, and will likely continue this wise, at least for 
a few years after the coming Presidential Election, no matter whether tke 
successful candidate may have been a Governor, editor, son of either, a 
twice-President or a tomato king. 

Tomatoes.—Tomatoes have reached their zero mark and their future 
course is upward, at least if present signs, increased orders, prospects, con- 
clusions and guesses count as anything. Orders continue to increase in 
volume, as well as quantity, and many alert buyers have come in out of 
the wet since our last issue. One of the largest Eastern buyers, whose 
reputation for veracity can be vouched for, makes the statement that his 
February and March business is considerably in excess of the same pericd 
of last year, and there is little doubt but that this condition is voiced by 
many, if not by all, progressive merchants. Without an unfavorable 
symptom anywhere in sight, packers continue to hold to former prices, 
8oc. for 3s and 60c. for 2s, and each day brings them new assurances that 
this price must prevail as the lowest in the near future, since both buyers 
and brokers are showing disgust at further effort to secure standard grades 
for less, which after investigation only proves the hopelessness of the task 
of trying to get something satisfactory from the lots offered at 77%c., 
without mentioning the strings, which, when unraveled, show rusty cans, 
painted tins, soupy quality, less-than-carload freight, hypothecated ware- 
house receipts, no reasonable assurances of swells protection and like 
irregular conditions. 

Future Tomatoes.—The volume of business of the last week can be 
reported as satisfactory, the demand being almost fully equal to the supply, 
with not the slightest inclination on the part of sellers to force business. 
Indifference of both buyer and seller so apparent heretofore has softened 
to a greater or less degree and good business has resulted. It is generally 
anticipated that there will be liberal buying of future tomatoes in the 
next fortnight, as buyers have about concluded that it will be necessary to 
sell a certain percentage of their goods before packing, since, even if this 
percentage might not be as great in volume as was customary in previous 
years, which may be, in all probability, a more conservative position 
after all. 

Spot Corn.—Spot corn remains quiet as far as Southern Maine style is 
concerned, but little interest shown, although inquiries are coming in 
from some sections, indicating the possibility of renewed interest in the 
near future. 

A few scattering lots of shoepeg continue to be offered at interesting 
prices, especially when it is so well known that stocks in packers’ hands 
are so nearly cleaned up. The effect of the short pack of 1907 is beginning 
to assert itself, and as conditions exist as regards shoepeg, so it may be 
later on as regards Maine style. 

Future Corn.—But little interest is reported in Southern packed Maine 
style corn for future delivery. In all probability the next few weeks will 
show a fair volume of business satisfactory to sellers, for it is already 
reported that large sales of Maine style future corn have been made during 
the past week in the large markets. While now and then it is possible to 
place an order for future shoepeg corn, it is difficult to interest many 
packers in orders for future fancy grade; nearly all have sufficient busi-

Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 

Vegetables are in moderate request at former valuations. Interest is 
confined chiefly to future Maine corn, which offers at 82%c. for standard 
and goc. for fancy, f. o. b. factory, and there is some business also doing 
in Maine style Maryland corn at 6oc. f. 0. b. Tomatoes of future packiyg 
are dull, the retail trade being apparently averse to the making of contracts 
for any spot goods except those of special quality. Spot tomatoes are 
quiet on the basis of 77}4c. f. 0. b. for No. 3 in Maryland. Peas are selling 
fairly for future delivery at firm prices. Spot peas are quiet. String beans 
at Baltimore are doing better and No. 3s are said to be scarce. No. 2 is 
held at 65c. f. o. b. Baltimore. In canned fruits the market shows only 
very moderate activity. Maryland peaches are not wanted, but California 
packs are selling at full prices. Southern pears are easy and No. Io apples 
are alsoeasy. Pineapple is slow of sale. Canned fish is firm, but without 
much activity.—Jerchants’ Review. 

Philadelphia. 

Future tomatoes are dull. Spot tomatoes are in very fair demand at 
unchanged prices. The market can scarcely be called strong, but is hold- 
ing itsown. Sales of future Maine corn at the prevailing price of goc. 
have been good. Other grades, both spot and future, are unchanged and 
in fairdemand. Peas are quiet on spot, but fairly active as to futures. 
Peaches are dull and unchanged. Apples are unchanged aud in fair de- 
mand. The Baltimore general line is unchanged. A future price of $1.00 
on No. 3 future spinach has been named, this being a fair average price. 
California canned goods are unchanged and dull.—Gvocery World. 


Boston. 


Unquestionably canned goods are dull. There is little use in attempt- 
ing to deny this fact, but dealers are living in hopes that improvement 
will come in the near future and that trade will shortly pick up in response 
to the expanded spring demand which is sure to come. It always has 
come in the past. There is no reason why it shouldn’t come this year. 
During the past week or so dealers have been urging their goods on the 
market and, in some instances, have reduced prices somewhat to attract 
business. The result of such tactics is to weaken a rather demoralized 
inarket and put things on a basis which is worse than it was before. Mean- 
time inquiries are increasing particularly from the Western part of the 
country and it seems probable from what has been said that there will be 
increased demand from there shortly if it does’nt come from anywhere 
else. Opening priceson Maine corn were named during the weck just 
closed. Fancy is 5c. higher than last year and standard 2%c. higher. 
The campaign made by packers after naming prices indicated that there 
will be little or no difficulty in selling at the increased figures. The trade 
las but small supplies on hand. Last year’s output was but 60% of the 
normal, and the enforeement of the pure food act has increased the trade 
in genuine Maine corn, since none other can be branded as such now. 
The combination worked benefit to Maine packers and they look forward 
to a good trade all the coming season. Other lines are dull and inactive, 
witing for the turn in the tide which will send business moving again.— 
-_Vew England Grocer. 

St. Louis. 

Business coming from the country has been very good during the past 
week, but city orders are not up to a year ago. Collections are about on 
the same basis, so say most of the jobbers, and the countryman appears to 
Le on the top of the heap just at the present time. Prices show but 
little material changes during the week, though there are but lit- 
tle indications of marked advances, except on sugars. Tomatoes 
are drilling along again in the same rut, with a fairly good amount 
of orders all along the line and good standards bringing very close 
to 95c. Off-grade goods are selling less and extra standards are being 
inquired for by those who want some specially good articles. Again the 
week goes through with practically no orders coming in for futures. Corn 
is a bit easier this week. It is moving pretty well, but buyers are now 
able to get a good standard article for 85c., a nickel less than last week. 
There is inquiry for futures, but little or no business has resulted up to 
the present time. Peas are drilling along in about the same rut, no future 
business being done and prices unchanged on the average line. Jobbers 


report that there seems to be a better demand for the higher grades, some- 
thing which does not exactly jibe with hard times talk.—7he Jnterstate 
Grocer. 

Manitoba, Can. 

A steady movement of all general lines is reported by the wholesale 
houses. Business continues to improve and the outlook for spring and 
summer is becoming brightor. 

Montreal, Can. 

There is a good increase in demand for canned. goods this week, espe- 
cially for fish and fruits. Other lines are selling well also owing to the 
Lenten season. 
Toronto, Can. 

Wholesalers report canned goods as moving well, particularly fruits 
and fish. The Lenten business has stimulated demand for canned fish as 
well as for the other lines. 

Quebec, Can. 

There has been a good increase in the canned. goods business since 
Lent set in and all lines are selling well, especially canned fruits and 
canned fish. There is a brisk business being done in fish for Lent, and 
larger-orders were received this week, owing to there being three fish days. 
—Canadian Grocer. 

London, England. 


Salmon remains firm, both for British Columbia and Alaska, but busi- 
ness continues quiet. The Admiral Olry has brought 5,000 cases. Lobsters 
are without change. Sardines.—Shipments during the past week have 
been on a larger scale, but these consist chiefly of the cheaper qualities 
suitable for the export trade. The finer qualities still remain very scarce, 
and the market maintains a firm tone in consequence, but there is not 
much doing. Amongst recent arrivals are the Bravo, with 2,091 cases; the 
Lusitania, with 5,186 cases; the Velasquez to Liverpool, with 2,588 cases; 
the Avon to Southampton, with 350 cases, and the Salmo to Hull, with 585 
cases. Fruits are unchanged. Pineapples are going well into consump- 
tion, but the tendency of the market is easier. The Admiral Olry has 
arrived with 850 cases, the Cardiganshire with 983 cases, the Nile with 
2,810 cases and the Stentor with 4,310 cases pineapples. 

Liverpool, England. 

Salmon.—Demand for the week has been fairly good, with large 
inquiry for %-lb. and 1-lb. flats. Prices are fully maintained at last week's 
levels. Sardines.—A few more parcels are arriving, but every lot is taken 
up immediately it comes on the quay. Fruits.—Quiet and very little busi- 
ness passing. The goods now arriving are being put into warehouse in 
anticipation of the summer trade, Pineapples.—Spot market has been 
rather quiet this week. Judging from the amount of forward business 
which has been done, the present low prices are not likely to last, and 
buyers would be well advised to secure their requirements ahead before it 
is too late.—Grocers’ Gazette. 


Combined Stopper and Pourer. 
Simple But Ingenious Mechanism Invented by a South American. 


Consul-General Alban G. Snyder, of Buenos Ayres, states 
that it is reported that a large oil dealer in that Argentine city 
has invented a stopper and pourer for vessels containing mar- 
ketable liquids which at the same time offers no projections to 
prevent its packing and storage. It is thus described: 


The invention is very simple, consisting of a conveniently shaped dis- 
charge spout, which, when not in use, lies in an inverted position inside 
the vessel, and the butt end of which, closed by a small plate and secured 
by a ringed cap screwed over all, forms the stopper proper. 

Other advantages claimed for this stopper are that it lies in a small 
hollow in the outer surface of the vessel which it closes and thus lies flush 
with such surface; that the ringed cap is raised slightly above the level of 
the closing plate secured by it, so as to form a depressed round space 
intended to receive the seal of the manufacturer or packer of the liquid. 
The unscrewing of the cap and opening of the vessel cannot be accom- 
plished without breaking this seal, a guaranty of the quality and quantity 
of the contents of the vessel being afforded thereby. 

It is claimed that it can be turned out in tin or a special composition to 


be used with wines or other similar liquors at half the price of any other 
stopper now on the market. 


Canned Lobster. 


The scarcity of lobsters in the local market continues to hold business 
in check here. Second hands are offering few lots. Sales of one-pound 
flats at $4.20 absorbed all of the stock held by one jobber. Inquiries con- 
tinued brisk, but as prospects are not bright for additional supplies in the 
near future, business bids well to be restricted.— The Fishing Gazette.

New Firms, Changes, Incorporations, Fires, Improve- 


ments, Items of Interest. 


Pueblo, Colo.—Work will be started shortly on the new 
$15,000 plant of the Pueblo Canning Factory. Contracts will 
be made for produce shortly. 

Dover, Del.—Richardson & Robbins Co. is preparing to 
build an addition to its already large canning establishment on 
King street, here. 

The addition will be 50 x 100 feet under one cover and for 
the exclusive use of canning tomatoes. It will be completed in 
time for this year’s pack of tomatoes. , 

Lewiston, Idaho.—Foundation work will begin shortly on 
the Lewiston-Clarkston cannery building, which will be erected 
on Snake River landing. The building will be 60 x 150 feet, 
two stories and a basement. 


Clinton, Ind.—Clinton people here are elated over the out- 
look for the success of the Clinton Canning Factory, which is 
now assured. Some of the stockholders are said to have been 
buckling the company and trying to throw it into the hands of 
the receiver, but this has all been settled. G. R. Hopkins, the 
president, will have entire charge and has already begun to 
make contracts for tomatoes, etc. They expect to contract for 
400 acres of tomatoes. 


Machias, Me.—A company has recently been organized in 
Machias, Me., with E. I. White, president, to be incorporated 


under the Maine laws to do a packing business in the canned 
goods line. The capital, it is stated, will be $50,000, a large por- 
tion of which will be paid in. The corporation intends to pack 
sardines at some point on the Machias River. Wm. C. Holway 
& Sons, E. I. White & Son, Clifford J. A. Coffin and George 
Boynton, of Machias, and E. P. Grimes, of Portland, are said 
to be among the leading men of the organization. 


St. James, Mo.—The St. James Custom and Merchant Mill, 
a large brick structure, was destroyed by fire early Thursday 
morning. The fire was discovered between 12 and 1 o’clock 
and nothing could be saved. It is not known how the fire origi- 
nated, but it spread rapidly. 

Besides the loss of the mill, with a large quantity of wheat, 
corn, flour, meal and feed, valued at $10,000, the canning fact- 
ory had about two carloads of canned goods, valued at $2,000, 
stored in the mill wareroom. The J. K. Barnes Gunstock Fact- 
ory had two carloads of gun stocks stored there, valued at 
$2,000, making a total loss of $14,000. The mill carried $4,000 
insurance, the canning faciory no insurance, the gunstock fact- 
ory, $1,000. 

The mill was owned by T. C. Alverson, of St. James, the 
canning factory by citizens of St. James and vicinity and the 
gunstock factory by J. K. Barnes, St. James. 


Swan Creek, Md.—The canning house of H. A. Osborn and 


four box cars were destroyed by fire, with 10,000 cases of canned 
goods. 


New York, N. Y.—The American Can Co., of New York, 
has declared its usual quarterly dividend of 114% on the pre- 
ferred stock, payable April 1.

Bentonville, Va.—A large cannery will shortly be erected, 
the site for which has already been purchased.

The bark J. D. Peters, which sailed March 20 
for Orca, was the first of the Northwestern fisheries fleet to 
leave. 


Valley City, Wash.—‘‘,Our new factory isacannery. It is not an elabo- 
rate affair, but is the opening to bigger things. It will be ready to care 
for the coming crop: There is also much talk of a shoe factory. Eastern 
parties are said to be negotiating and announcement is expected at any 


‘time. 


‘‘Kent is in prosperous shape and growing rapidly. Many new homes 
are going up and many more are projected. Indications for a profitable 
year in all lines are most gratifying.”’ 


Plymouth, Wis.—A pea canning factory for Plymouth is an assured 
fact.

New York, N. Y.—Several representatives of Maine corn packing inter- 
ests are here and are sounding jobbers on the question of future business, but 
are disposed to wait until Friday for the coming of other direct agents of pack- 
ing concerns before starting the campaign aggressively. Those who are in 
New York express themselves well satisfied with such efforts as they have 
made to get contracts for 1908 pack of Maine corn at goc. f. o. b. factory, 
which price it is understood all of the other packers will insist upon getting 
Therefore, while the Maine campaign has been opened and the price has 
been fixed for all practical purposes, no strong efforts will be made to get 
business bafore the end of this week. Brokers who will talk on the subject 
express the opinion that future business in Maine corn will be slow this 
year, but the packers say they expect that and are not worried over the 
outlook.

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CALIFORNIA MARKET. 


Market Conditions—Outlook on Spot and Future Goods—News 
Interests of the West--Reported by Special Correspondent. 


SAN FRANcIsco, March 14, 1908. 

So far as crop conditions are concerned, there is scarcely 
anything to add to my remarks of last week. The conditions 
continue ideal, and it looks very much as though California 
would harvest crops in all lines, and will enable our canners 
and packers to make prices reasonably low and have supplies 
enough to give the trade the goods they need and have not re- 
ceived during the past couple of seasons. 

I would ask that you give space in your columns to the 
following statement of conditions concerning San Francisco. 
We are now approaching the second anniversary of the great 


fire, and I want the canning world to see and know what we ~ 


have been and are doing. Iclaim no authorship of the following 
matter, having culled the matter from the columns of several of 
our local publications. 

On the 18th of next month will occur the second anniver- 
sary of the most disastrous event that ever happened to San 
Francisco. Thrice before in its pioneer days fires cleared large 
areas of frame and other combustible improvements. Once be- 
fore in 1868 heavy earthquake had effected much damage to 
property. 

But it was the combinatiou of these two untoward events 
that produced the unprecedented havoc ot April, 1906, when 
four square miles of the most solidly improved area was reduced 
to debris and ashes. 

The disaster was of such a stupendous and costly character 


as to attract the attention of not only of this country and this 
continent, but of all countries and all continents. 


Though all civilized people were apprised of the facts with 
more or less accuracy, there was a widespread curiosity on the 
part of many in the nearby centers, and even in more remote 
sections of the country to come and see for themselves whether 
the conditions were really as bad as they had been described. 

For days and weeks following the disaster trains and steam- 
ers brought crowds to the city from no other apparent motive 


than that of curiosity and to see if they could not recover some- 
thing of value from the smouldering heaps. Some of them were 


no doubt rewarded. ; 

It was a motley crowd, and as there were no means of tran- 
sportation other than automobiles and improvised vehicles of 
various kinds, it was amusing to see these people work their 
way through the debris of fallen walls and twisted irou. Old 
residents found it difficult to tell which was the most grotesque 
picture, the ruins or the pilgrims walking through the ruins. 
The curiosity was a natural one. Many people have traveled 
greater distances and paid larger money to see less costly and 
less interesting ruins. It is to be hoped that they will never 
have occasion to make a similar pilgrimage in any direction 
again, ‘The millions of dollars in wealth, in excess of what was 
subsequently recovered in the way of insurance, represented the iN 
earnings of years of toil and planning, in some cases covering 
the best portions of the lives of the losers. Some of these un- 
fortunates had reached a period in life when it was simply im- 
possible for them to expect to regain what had been lost. The 
shock also impaired the health of many, and cut prematurely 
short the lives of not a few. 

Nearly two years have since passed, and the burned area, 
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SANITARY CAN 
OTHER FACTORIES: 
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though far from being recovered with improvements, presents a 
much pleasanter and more inspiring picture than did the thous- 
ands of tons of debris in the streets and lots of the stricken 
district in April, 1906. 

It is worth a considerable journey and some expénse for 
any one to visit San Francisco today and see what a stricken 
people can accomplish in the way of rebuilding a city in less 
than two years. Of course, more than two-thirds of the improved

area of the city escaped damage from either earthquake or 
fire. But the area that was devastated was the business section, 
with its hundreds of retail and wholesale stores, warehouses, 
apartment stores, flats, office buildings, public and private, 
engine-houses, schools, churches, halls, places of amusement, 
sanitariums and hospitals. 

There is no hesitation in saying that there is not a city of 
like population in the world that has presented such a scene of 
business activity since May 1, 1906, to date as San Francisco. 

It stood third in its building operations in this country last 
month, Greater New York and Chicago being the ouly cities 
that outranked it, as they also outrank it in population. 

What has been in the way of rebuilding the burned district 
has been done under disadvantages that have never been encount- 
ered by any similar number of people anywhere. 

Had the builders accomplished as much under normal con- 
ditions, they would have been entitled to much praise. But the 
work accomplished has been put through under the most abnor- 
mal conditions conceivable. 

Some of these merchant builders not only lost valuable 
stocks of gcods in stores and warehouses, but their buildings as 
well, and, in some instances, their residences, besides being hard 
hit by losses through business affiliations and other allied inter- 


ests. Happily, they did not lose their lives, nor their courage, nor 
their faith in the city of their choice. 

There is a fascination about the erection of a building, even 
of modest dimensions and cost. This, of course, is much in- 
creased in witnessing the erection of the taller, more substantial 
and more costly buildings. The burned district is now well 
dotted with buildings of this description, which have either 
beeu recently finished, or are now nearly completed or are in 
various stages of construction between the foundation and roof. 

Scores of those now in course of erection will be ready for 
occupancy within a year. It is estimated that $100,000,000 has 
already been expended in the building improvements since the 
disaster. 


For the most part the new improvements are far superior to 
the old and the new work is being pushed more rapidly than ever.

Seed Corn Patch 
For Each Corn Grower. 


Under average methods of seed selection and field conditions there is 
from year to year more or less deterioration in all varieties of corn. This 
‘* running out’’ or “ losing in quality and producing power ”’ of a variety is 
largely due to mixing and careless selection. 

Corn growers are also finding that much trouble and loss is resulting 
from s2ed corn ‘harvested late in the fall. They recognize that the best 


results can be obtained only when the seed is selected early and stored in a 
proper manner, For these reasons growers should employ methods in 


selecting, planting and harvesting which will give seed of the highest 
quality and strongest vitality, 


One way in which every corn grower can do much to improve and 
maintain the quality in a variety of corn is by planting a SEED CORN 
PATCH. For this patch he ‘should select about twenty-five of the best 
and most typical ears of corn of the seed to be planted this year. A germi- 
nation test should be made of each ear in order that no weak ears may be 
planted. Shell off and discard the small and irregular butt and tip grains. 
Then shell the ears together and mix thoroughly. At the usual time of 
planting, plant this corn on the south or west side of the field to be planted 
with the same variety. This location should be changed if it is near a field 
planted with another variety. Give this patch usual good cultivation, 
keeping the ground free of weeds and preserving a loose soil muich. When 
the corn is five or six inches high, go through the patch and remove all 
weak or backward plants. Also when the tassels begin to appear, go 
through and remove them from all stalks which are either weak, barren, 
smutted, badly suckered or for other reasons undesirable. When the corn 
is mature and not later than October 15, the seed should be harvested. 
Select the seed ears from the strongest stalks with a large leaf develop- 
ment and those bearing the ears four or five feet from the ground, and 
holding it in a right position. 

Through the seed-corn patch the farmer can do much to fix a desirable 
type in his corn and to reduce the number of barren, diseased and suckered 
stalks that appear in his field. It also furnishes him a convenient place 
from which his seed corn in the fall can be selected and he knows that it 


is from the best seed that he planted. G. I. CHRISTIE.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Gentle spring is causing the thoughts of canners to turn 
fondly to the early crops. m 


St. Patrick’s Day has come and gone with all its usual 
variety of weather, and as this is considered by many the open- 
ing day of spring, it will now be in order for the ‘‘ peach killer,’’ 
the ‘‘ pea louse prophet ’’ and all the evil foreboders of coming 
disasters to make their bow. 


It will be recalled, last season was so late in starting—after 
the early false start—many having had fires in their houses in 
this section, up to the first of July, that to many there appeared 
to be no chance whatever for canners’ crops. The published 
statistics, in the tomato line, for instance, did not seem to take 
notice of the delay. 


Reports from the Peninsula of Maryland and Delaware say 
the trees are bursting into bud, and that, had it not been for the 
cooler weather furnished by St. Patrick, some of the peach trees 
would now be in bloom. This is rather early, and might fur- 
nish good grounds for the ‘‘ peach killer’’ appearance. 

Strawberry plants and fields are looking quite well and 
promising a big crop. The berry boxmakers are busy piling up 
an immense supply. 


We are about due for a heavy peach crop, for it has been 
close to fifteen years since we had a heavy crop. Certainly the 
market can well afford a heavy crop and pack, for it is well 
cleaned up. But make the quality count more than the quan- 
tity, gentlemen; in fact, it would be well to confine the atten- 


tion to quantity entirely to the amount put in the can. If we 
get the crop indicated, if will be the well-filled cans of good 
quality that will take the best prices in the market. 


It would seem many of the cheap jelly factories are drop- 
ping out of the business, presumably on account of the require- 
ments of the Pure Food Laws, and the fact that they can no 
longer call an artificial jelly the real thing. This should make 
an increased demand for canned small fruits of all kinds from 
the public and an increased demand for gallon pie fruits from 
the men who do not make jams or jellies. But the great advant- 
age will be obtained by the canner who puts his small fruits out 
in syrup, ready for table use, and so tempting that the pur- 
chaser will come back for more. The cost of doing this is a 
trifle in comparison with the results to be gained. 


We have called our readers’ attention to the advisability of 
putting at least a light syrup in all canned fruit—excepting pie 
stock, plainly marked as such—on several occasions; and now 
that the season for packing this line is at hand, we do so again to 
emphasize it. Syrup fruits are held to their color in the can 
much better than water fruit, and they, therefore, not only 
taste much better, but cut out a finer looking article. And the 
price easily warrants the change. 

In hard times a little fruit and bread forms an _ ever- 
increasing form of food for children and grown people, too; and 
canned goods being cheap, they can command the market. 
Everything is in favor of the movement—or rather an increase 
in the movement—because many are now pNtting their goods 
out in this style. 


The farmers came out well last year, and as a consequence 
they are very independent about contracting for canners’ crops 
this season. This condition seems to be general. As a conse- 
quence, contracts at $9.00 per ton, or as the growers prefer 
making them, 15c. per 54 basket, have been signed by many 
canners. Others have been able to get contracts at 12c. per 
basket, and some few, lucky ones, at 1oc. A great many grow- 
ers are refusing to contract at any price, expecting to go into 
the open market with their crops. But is safe to say canners 
will be able to secure a good supply at right prices. 


We thought we were to have a Pure Food Law in Mary- 
land this year, and our readers will remember we published the 
proposed form of this Law. But the legislators at Annapolis 
are apparently so busy doing nothing, that it looks doubtful if 
the Bill will ever be reached. This Bill has the hearty indorse- 
ment of all the industries most affected by it, among others the 
Canned Goods Exchange of Baltimore, likewise the Drug Ex- 
change, a very powerful body; but all this has told nothing up 
to the present time. It is sincerely hoped Annapolis will 
awaken to the absolute need of this Law and the popular de- 
mand for it, and pass it. There are but a few more days left 
to the present meeting, and there is no time to be lost. 


In regard to Pure Food Laws in general, we are glad to 
learn the canners are now working on the advice given some 
time ago in these columns, to get their factories in a fine, clean, 
sanitary condition. Many of them have been inspected by Na- 
tional Pure Food Inspectors, and all realize that they must sub- 
mit to this sooner or later, and it is decidedly better to clean the 
factory, arrange it in a cleanly condition before this inspection 
than it is to do so afterwards. 

The people aré learning rapidly that all that is impure, 
dirty or adulterated is not the canned goods, and so the indus- 
try is not given credit for all the sins of the food world, at 
least to so great an extent as formerly. The industry never de- 
served it, and yet it is true in the great majority of cases, as our 
correspondent says, ‘‘‘A prophet hath honor save in his own 
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home,’’ and so have canned goods,’ that is the canned goods 
packed in the community. 


The year affords many opportunities to greatly advance the 
business this season, sufficient to counteract any evil influences 
that might arise from monetary troubles of other lines, and the 
individuals of the industry are so much awakened to the im- 
portance of everthing that will advance the general good of the 
business, that we believe the great majority of these opportuni- 
ties will be taken advantage of. Just you do your part, as it 
should be done, and you can rest assured the others will do 
theirs. You will benefit yourself directly by doing so; but if 
all the others did their duty and you did not, you would not 
benefit by it. So, just ‘‘hoe your own row’’ in a straight 
manner, and never mind ‘‘ the other fellow.”’ 


As we go to press we learn that the Legislators are bnsy 
with the proposed Pure Food law for Maryland, that it has pass- 
ed the House (which we knew before) and that the Senate was 
being urged to take favorable action on it, and by no means 
allow it to go over, tnattended. From the caliber of the men 
that are demanding this attention on the part of the State Sen- 
ate, there is every reason to believe that favorable action will be 
taken and that the Bill will become a aw. The canned goods 
packers have joined heartily in this movement to insist on the 
passage of the Rill, and to them is due a great deal of the credit 
for getting the Bill as far along as it has gone in the last day or 
two. It isearnestly hoped that there will be nothing placed in 
the way of its passage; and we feel certain the Governor will 
sign it when it gets to him.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE TO ‘‘ THE TRADE”’ 


CHICAGO, March 19, 1908. 

Clearings Encouraging.—For last week the Clearing House re- 
ported that the clearings of Chicago decreased only 3%%, as compared 
with those of the corresponding week in 1907. This looks good when it is 
considered that the average decrease for the whole country was about 28% 
and that the Western cities are holding their trade well up to last year. In 
fact, genuine business all throughout the country is well sustained, but the 
stock and bond business is suffering from dreadful declines, and the low 
values of stocks, as well as the small transactions, go toward heavily reduc- 
ing the clearings. 

Heavy Stock Advances.—It is, however, worthy of note that 
industrial stocks have heavily advanced from the lowest panic point 
reached; for illustration, United States Steel Common is today quoted at 
3456, which three weeks ago was quoted at 224%, an enormous advance, 
Many other industrial and railroad stocks have advanced heavily and indi- 
cations are that the worst of the period of depression has passed and that 
we are rapidly regaining the values which were lost in the stringency and 
fright. 

The Canned Goods Market.—The market may be quoted as 
quiet, but firm. Wholesalers are buying no spot goods that they can do 
without and no futures whatever, except of a few well-known and well- 
established brands, are being bought. Retailers are contracting for future 
canned goods very slowly and with great reluctance. They are fearful 
that at the date of delivery conditions of employment may be worse than at 
present and their customers devoid of the wherewithal to buy canned 

oods. 
. Dried Fruits Dull.—There has been an enormous decline in dried 
fruits during the three months just past, and fortunes have been lost by 


the operators and speculators. In some instances their losses have been 
deserved, as the wild and reckless methods pursued by some of the operat- 


ors have been greatly demoralizing and detrimental to legitimate manu- 
facturing in the canning and drying of fruits. A few lessons were needed 
by the speculative sharks who have forced the fruits so high in the hands 
of growers that legitimate manufacturers have been forced out of the 
market. 

Canned Asparagus.—!t is not anticipated that the price of new 
(1908 pack) California asparagus will be named before May 1. Packers

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are much concerned about the yield of the beds, and the competition of 
the shippers of asparagus in its green State who seemed last year to have 
been able to pay more than canners could possibly afford. I predict, how- 
ever, that such will not be the case this year, as the average consumer 
seems to have a stronger inclination toward a mush and milk or oatmeal 
and wienerwurst diet than toward an asparagus on toast introduction to a 
cold bottle and a hot-bird dejeuner. Asparagus is not selling. I refer to 
the canned article and there will be quite a quantity carried over into the 
1908 season. If Pacific Coast manufacturers put high prices on their pro- 
duct this year, they will find that a large proportion of their orders taken 
subject to approval will not be confirmed. At present prices the product is 
beyond the reach of any except the rich and extravagant, and even that 
class has been so hard bit that it is forced to economize. 

California Canned Fruits.—Prospects are excellent fora fruit 
crop on the Pacific Coast, as no bad or destructive weather has so far 
appeared. It is, of course, early yet to predict a yield, but the outlook is 
good. In conversing today with the head of a large California canning 
esteblishment, he stated that prices would probably be about those of 1906, 
although they might be higher on some kinds of fruits. 

If prices are fixed upon a 1906 basis, a good heavy output would go* 
into consumption, but if they should open at the 1907 price but little inter- 
est will be taken by retail dealers and jobbers and there will be few fruits 
sold during 1908. 

Heavy Consumption for Chicago.—This city because of its 
location is now called ‘‘ The Great Central Market,’’ and so it is, but it is 
also the great central assembling point, and it is estimated that there are 
daily in Chicago from 100,000 to 150,000 transient people, all of whom 
must be fed, in addition to the great hosts of people who live in Chicago, and 
who take one meal and probably two daily at the big restaurants. Chicago 
has come to be recognized as the great central assembling place for the 
country, and great conventions are held in Chicago every day. 

The biggest one in prospect now is the National Republican Conven- 
tion in June to nominate a Republican candidate for the presidency of the 
United States. It is thought that will attract at least 100,000 people, and 
they will have to be fed for nearly a week. 

Canned Corn.—This article still shows symptoms of weakness and 
the market is easy enough. Every man is his own corn pile, and it was 
reported that several 1,000-case lots of off-standard Wisconsin corn had 
been laid down in Chicago this week for 55c. per dozen Chicago. 

It is understood that the Western corn packers, especially those in 
Illinois and Iowa, are heavily loaded up with part of the pack of 1906, and 


nearly all the pack of 1907, but they are strong financially and are able to 
hold on to their canned corn until prices improve, if they do improve. 

Maine Corn Packers Persistent.—Brokers and direct repre- 
sentatives of Maine corn packers continue to push that product very hard 
and are industriously urging future contracts. The market is well cleaned 
up, however, on Maine corn, especially as to gallons, That size is practi- 
cally out of the market. 

Market Eccentricities.—S2les, offers and quotations are con- 
stantly coming up, so buyers state, as a consequence of the disordered con- 
dition of finances that are incomprehensible. For illustration, here are 
some prices on which sales were made this week:

These prices, of course, are irregular and are exceptional. They repre- 
sent goods held by speculators not connected with the business—lambs 
being led to the shambles to be sheared and siaughtered. The regular 
wholesale dealers are skinning the speculators just now for sure. Many of 
them are afraid to hold and afraid to let go, When their ‘‘hold” is ex- 
hausted they drop hard with a dull thud. 

Futures Unimproved.—5t little improvement is noticed in pur- 
chases of future canned goods by retail grocers.’ They are reported to be 
very backward about coming forward in this year of 1908. The canned 
goods packers seem to think that jobbers are to blame and that they are 
holding back from purchasing canned goods with a view to bearing the 
market and pushing prices down. As I have before stated, this is not the 
case. I am ina position to know from direct and reliable sources that the 
futures are not being sold this year. The retailers have been greatly dis- 
appointed in their sales of canned goods this spring so far and expect to 
carry over much stock. I find it frequently asked, Where are the canned 
goods if we had such a big pack? The answer is ‘‘In the hands of retail 
grocers.’”’ They are heavily stocked, because they bought heavily and 
speculatively last year and their customers are not buying the goods. 

Jobbers, too, are heavily stocked, and none are more anxious to main-

Greek Currant Crop. 


INCREASED SHIPMENTS—LACK OF SUFFICIENT WORLD SUPPLY. 


Vice-Consul Haworth J. Woodley, of Patras, has prepared 
the following review of the Greek currant crop and trade: 


The outstanding feature of the currant season of 1907 has been the 
large volume of business transacted during the latter half of August and 
practically throughout the entire months of September and October. That 
buyers were induced to respond to such an unusual extent may be attrib- 
uted to the very moderate level of the opening quotations and a market 
showing almost daily increasing firmness owing to the reduced crop esti, 
mates during the critical period of cutting and gathering the currants. 

Heavy rains in most of the producing districts not only reduced the 
weight of the crop, but seriously deteriorated the quality of the various 
growths, provincial grades in particular suffering most damage. 

Fortunately most of the fruit so affected was ultimate|y secured in 
merchantable condition, but the standard of quality was necessarily low- 
ered and has not been entirely satisfactory. The finer grades suffered 
somewhat less severely and Zante fruit escaped the ruin altogether, being 
of excellent quality and condition. Shippers have, however, done their 
utmost under the favorable circumstances and, on the whole, few com- 
plaints have been pressed to the limit of arbitration. 

HEAVY FORWARD BUYING. 


Owing to the small stocks carried over into the new season, a ready 
response was accorded to the opening quotations, which started on a level 
considerably lower than prices at which shipments could eventually be 
effected. 

The late harvest and consequent limited supplies of currants available 
at the commencement of the season, together with the unusually heavy 
requirements for September and October shipments, inflated spot prices, 
and deliveries'generally were only effected at heavy losses to local shippers, 


age to the crops became more generally known, prices continued their 
upward course until the market reached its highest point early in October, 
the quotations for provincial currants then being about $5 per hundrec- 
weight, cost and freight, New York. 

From this period prices receded somewhat, though the difference was 
mainly due to the reduced export tax, which, by arrangement, was made 
payable in cash at the fixed rate of 115 drachmas per 1,000 Venetian pounds 
($20 per 1,050 pounds.) This was done, however, only after 66,000 tons 
had already been exported. Owing to the active demand and heavy shir- 
ments, this quantity was reached earlier than had originally been antici- 
pated, while a rise in the rate of exchange also accentuated the reduction 
in forward quotations, so that these two factors practically accounted for 
the reduced quotations. 

AVAILABLE SUPPLIES INSUFFICIENT. 

The crop is officially estimated at 114,000 tons, as against 132,000 tons 
last season, leaving about 118,000 tons available for export after the full 
reduction duty in kind is deducted. In face of the increased consumption 
and the fact that a large proportion of the fruit remaining in Greece is of 
poor quality, for which reason its export is prohibited by the Greek Gov 
ernment, the available supplies of merchantable fruit are generally consid- 
ered to be inadequate to meet the world demand. 

The increased exports this season have been general to all countries 
consuming currants, and the total shipments for 1907 are 766 tons in 
excess of those for the same period of 1906. For the season 1907-8 to 
December 31, the exports amounted to 113,466 tons gross, against 97,700 
tons gross for the previous year. 

The favorable statistical position fully warrants the continued firm- 
ness of holders, and a comparison of the stock at present available in 
Greece with the quantity exported during the remainder of the season of 
the previous year reveals a shortage of about 8,000 tons to meet the esti- 
mated universal requirements. The officially estimated crop of 19¢7 is 
141,000 net tons, of which there were exported to December 31, 1907, 98,000 
and absorbed by retention duty 23,000, thus leaving stocks remaining in 
Greece at 20,000 net tons. 

A teature of this season has been the heavy shipments to the United 
States, the 15 194 gross tons going forward up to December 31 being 4,184 
tons in excess of the previous season.—Daily Consular and Trade Reports.
